Assistant Attorney-General Jos- 
eph B. Keenan defended the act.

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5000 Volunteer Workers Begin 
Drive to Raise $2,850,000 for 
89 Agencies of United Charities 


O. F. Richards, Chairman, Tells Solicitors to 
Present Pleas in Light of Human Needs 
and-as Separate From Government Relief. 


Five thousand volunteer workers 
were in the field today following 
formal opening at Hotel Statler last 
night of the United Charities cam- 
paign to raise $2,850,000 for the 1936 
needs of 89 agencies of the Com- 
munity Fund, Jewish Federation 
and Catholic Charities. The first 
report meeting will be held at the 
Statler tomorrow noon. 

Workers in the Larger Gifts and 
Group Solicitation Divisions, who 
began their task several weeks ago, 
were joined today by about 4000 
solicitors in the General Subscrip- 
tions Division. Last night’s meet- 
ing was attended by about 1500 per- 
sons, most of whom were solicitors 
in the general divisior. 

The meeting brought together for 
the first time in the campaign not 
only workers ii. the three major 
divisions, tut leaders of the three 
participating federations. At the 
speakers’ table as guests of honor 
were the heads of the three federa- 
tions, Sidney Maestre of the Com- 
munity Fund, Isidor Loeb of the 
Jewish Federation and the Rev. 
John J. Butler of the Catholic 
Charities. 

Urges Human Needs Plea. 

Oliver F. Richards, general chair- 
man, told the workers that in seek- 
ing to attain their respective group 
quotas they should present their 
plea in the light of human needs 
rather than in the abstractness of 
' @ campaign for money. 

Success of the campaign, he 
pointed out, depended to a great 
extent on widespread knowledge of 
the fact that the Government had 
never. attempted to do the work 
carried on by the agencies included 
in United Charities. 

“Yolunteer workers are soliciting 
for our own hospitals, homes for 
the aged, clinics, orphanages and 
other charitable institutions, whose 
work must be carried on by the 
people of this community,” he said. 
“It is up to each of us and to the 
rest of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County to help carry on the work 
of these institutions.” 

Field of United Charities. 

Peter Kasius, director of United 
Relief, pointed out that although 
the Government has a huge work 
relief program to compensate for 
the cessation of direct relief after 
Dec. 1, the agencies of United Char- 
ities would still have to care for 
aged persons, children and cripples. 
“There are many phases of human 
needs which will not be met by 
general recovery,” he said, “and 
even if every man is placed in a job 
there will still be much to be done.” 

William T. Nardin, chairman of 
the board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and former president of 
United Charities, declared that suc- 
cess of the campaign was a respon- 
sibility of the solicitors as well as 
of the donors. 

Referring to the failure of pre- 
vious campaigns to reach their goals 
and to the fact that last year’s fail- 
ure caused 18,000 needy persons to 
be turned away because of lack of 
funds, he urged the workers not to 
permit “shirkers” to escape their 
responsibility of contribution. 

Work Is Essential. 

“The goal was not reached last 
year,” he said, “because some per- 
sons were inclined to refuse and 
prevailed by excuses. The work for 
which this money is required is es- 
sential, and there is no one else to 
give it if we fail. The Government 
a not help us in this undertak- 


“The issue is not whether one be- 
lieves in United Charities, but 
whether or not:one believes in per- 
mitting helpless young ana old to 
suffer without aid.” 

Benjamin M. Loeb, chairman of 
the general division, declared that 
it was important not only to in-

He warned that unless 
‘it is wisely met rail investors may 
favor Government ownership “in 
the hope of unloading their invest-

“T have watched with great in- 
terest the continued improvement 
in banks throughout the country 
during the past two years.

“T am convinced that 
operation between banks, 
and Government—and mutual 
fidence — we will soon solve our 
remaining problems.”’

here. 
Undefeated and untied, and 


scored upon but twice, the mighty 

Mustangs of Dallas convinced some 

40,000 fans that they must be given 

favorable consideration when the 
time comes to pick the Far West's 
opponent in the annual Rose Bowl 
classic at Pasadena. 

Led by the dynamic figure of 
Russell Bobby Wilson, 147 pounds 
of gridiron genius, the Southern 
Methodist eleven completely out- 
played Bill Spaulding’s Bruins and 
definitely established themselves in 
the eyes of local patrons as quite 
the best football team seen in 
Southern California this season. 

Versatility on Offense. 

They appeared to possess all the 
defensive qualities of the undefeat- 
ed Golden Bears of California and 
they showed far more class and 
versatility in offensive play than 
either California or Stanford. 

They scored one touchdown in 

the first quarter and two in the 
fourth, kicking goal after each, and 
at no time was their own goal line 
seriously threatened by the Bruins, 
who in this game saw their last 
chance for Rose Bowl recognition 
erased from the blackboard. 

In Wilson, the Mustangs present- 
ed one of the most entertaining 
as well as one of the finest all- 
round backfield men the Coliseum 
has seen in several seasons. 

Wilson won the day’s individual 
all-America contest from UCLA’s 
Chuck Cheshire by a margin wide

Defends Jones-Munger Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NENT your recent editorial advocat- 
ing the repeal of the Jones-Munger 
tax law: 

There were in Stoddard County about 
1800 tracts of land on which taxes’ were 
in arrears. Under the law you desire 
to see re-enacted, our records show that 
it costs about $75 (court costs and tax 
attorney fees) to bring a tract to the 
auction block. It has been the rule here 
to take these items out of the first 
money. The taxes come next, if at all. 

When you multiply $75, the cost of one 
gale, by 1800, the number of sales, you 
obtain the sizable sum of $135,000 to be 
split among the county officers, the 
newspaper and the tax attorney before 
the State and county come in for any- 
thing. At least, that is the set-up here. 

The tax. certificates on these 1800 de- 
linquent tracts were offered for sale un- 
der the Jones-Munger law during Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday of last 
week, and 100 certificates. were bought 
in, thus putting into the hands of the 
tax collector in the neighborhood of $12,- 
000. On these tracts the costs paid ap- 
proximated $250 and the rest went into 
the treasury. Now, figure the costs of 
selling these tracts under the old law, 
the one with which you seem to be in 
love, and note the difference between a 
cost bill of $250 and one of $7500. 

The cost of a tax sale in other parts 
the State and in your city may not 
so great, but I doubt it. The law 
the same fees and charges there 

and human nature doesn’t vary 
much whether in this or that coun- 
ty, or even in a large city. 
Under this law, properly administered, 
is impossible to deprive the public of 
the taxes derived from the sale of land 
tax certificates, and it is also made im- 
possible for skinflints and speculators to 
grind the faces of the poor by buying the 
homestead of an unfortunate today, tak- 
ing a tax deed tomorrow and demanding 
possession the next day. 

The Jones-Munger Act is not only a 
revenuie-getter, but it is humanitarian as 
well. I am an advocate but not the 
author of the bill.

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| MISSOURI AND MICHIGAN: A CONTRAST. 


When the states of the Union are listed alphabet- 
ically, Missouri and Michigan stand close together, 
and they are not far apart when it comes to popu- 
lation, On the important matter of attitude toward 
public service personnel, as indicated by the views 
of their Governors, they are as far apart as the poles. 

Consider Michigan first, Its Republican Governor, 
Frank D. Fitzgerald, is wholeheartedly supporting 
the development of a qualified public service which 
will be secure from the periodic ravages of the spoils 
system. He blames the failure of the Michigan Leg- 
islature to enact his program on the dissatisfaction 
of legislators who did not obtain as many State jobs 
for their friends as they wanted. Coming to the con- 
clusion that good government and this clamor for 
places on the public payroll do not go together, the 
Governor has convened a special commission to draw 
up civil service legislation. 

The personne] of this commission is proof in itself 
that Gov. Fitzgerald means business. Professional 
politicians are conspicuous by their absence. It con- 
sists, instead, of persons who are sincerely interest- 
ed in lifting the level of State administration in 
Michigan, among them Prof. James K. Pollock of 
the department of political science in the University 
of Michigan, Mrs. Siegel W. Judd of the Michigan 
League of Women Voters and Dr. Lent D. Upson, 
director of the Detroit Bureau of Governmental Re- 
search. 

One of the matters to which the Michigan com- 
mission has been asked to direct its attention is the 
ability of present State employes. For Gov. Fitz- 
gerald, according to his own declaration, has no in- 
terest in perpetuating the present personnel in of- 
fice solely because those who hold the posts are em- 
ployed by the State at this time. It is his specific 
direction that the proposed legislation shall provide 
for competitive examinations, which present employes 
as well as applicants must be required to take. 

Contrast this with the attitude of Gov. Park and 
his aids at Jefferson City toward government person- 
nel, as evidenced by the controversy with the St. 
Louis Old Age Assistance Board over the appoint- 
ment of investigators of applications for State pen- 
sion payments. The St. Louis board, supported by 
the League of Women Voters and others interested 
in the proper administration of the pension law, has 
asked for the selection of qualified social workers to 
do this work. Gov. Park, however, has chosen to ac- 
cept the recommendations of politicians. The result 
is that inexperienced persons from a variety of oc- 
cupations are attempting to do what should be done 
by trained investigators. 

In the contrast with Michigan on the score of 
civil service personnel, the researcher probing for 
the cause of inefficient State government in Mis- 
souri will find some highly pertinent material. 
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THE LIBERTY LEAGUE VIEWS WITH ALARM. 

As a viewer with alarm, the American Liberty 
League is in a class by itself. It can give cards 
and spades to the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Communist party, James M. Beck, Sena- 
tor Borah, Col. Knox, Upton Sinclair and Frank 
Kent and beat them all and sundry. 

When the League views with alarm, it goes whole- 
hog. And having viewed “this sorry scheme of things 
entire,” it spits on its hands (if you can imagine a 
Liberty Leaguer doing that), wades in and pours 
it on. The roundhouse blows that Jim Reed dealt 
the League of Nations, the short-arm jolts of the 
redoubtable Michelson to the ribs of Herbert Hoover, 
were love taps compared with the League’s wallops 
at the New Deal. 3 

The League's view goes all the way back to the 
time when George III undertook to do a little “eco- 
nomic planning” for the colonies. Roosevelt, says 
the League, is like George—and recall what happened 
to him!

Does that complete the indictment? Far from it. 
Trust the League not to pull its punches. In addition 
to being like medieval mercantilism and modern 
Fascism and Hitlerism, the New Deal also closely re- 
sembles Soviet Communism. 

At the rate the League is delving into history, its 
next brechure ought to take us back at least to the 
Garden of Eden, where Eve's planning started all 
the trouble.

A NEW STRATOSPHERE RECORD. 

The fact of greatest popular appeal about the stra- 
tosphere flight of Capt. Albert W. Stevens and Capt. 
Orvil A, Anderson in the balloon Explorer II is that 
they broke the world’s altitude record, Their exploit 
of reaching the greatest height ever attained by man 
must have thrilled interested scientists as well as 
ordinary citizens, though the former are more con- 
cerned with observations than with record-smashing. 
It was a feat that tingles both scientific and lay 
imagination, this ascent in the world’s largest free 
balloon into the frigid and rarefied upper heights to 
an altitude recorded as 73,000 feet, or almost 14 miles, 
safely surmounting dangers that had brought disas- 
ter in more than one previous attempt. 

Setting a new height record was not, of course, the 
objective of the risks taken and of the long, laborious, 
costly preparations made by the Army Air Corps and 
the National Geographic Society. Long after other 
record-breakers have taken the public eye, the find- 
ings of these aeronauts will be studied and put to 
use in the varied branches of research interested in 
the undertaking. The ton or more of scientific equip- 
ment taken aloft. will have a story to tell that may 
affect the prevailing theories in many of the numer- 
ous phases studied. Above the greater part of the 
earth's atmosphere, the apparatus had the richest op- 
portunity ever given to record the antics of the mys- 
terious cosmic rays. In other fields as well—etudies 
of temperature, electrical conditions, light rays, radio 
waves, the solar spectrum, etc.—unparalleled oppor- 
tunities for observation were provided. 

It was an exploit that served both the spirit of ad- 
venture and the spirit of science.

DRY KENTUCKY GOES WET. 

Though famous for its Bourbon whisky, Kentucky 
is one of the last of the states to abandon prohibi- 
tion. Kentucky had established prohibition as part 
of the State Constitution and an amendment, there- 
fore, Was necessary to knock it out. The amendment 
won by about 110,000 votes, but the drys, after cam- 
paigning vigorously, managed to win 69 of the 120 
counties and four of the five congressiona] districts. 
In few states has dry sentiment proved so strong. 

We do not believe, however, the dry strength in 
Kentucky has any significance as a reaction against 
repeal. The fact is Kentucky, despite its reputation for 
beautiful women, fast horses and+good whisky, is 
fundamentalist in religion and puritanic in its habits.

Appraising rival claims after last Tuesday's elections, political observer finds little for 
either side to crow or trumpet about; sees drift away from President in North- 


east, but “natural Democratic territory” still loyal; reminds that one Assembly 
does not make a Congress, and that trends may be checked or reversed in a year.

WASHINGTON. 

TATE CHAIRMAN FARLEY knows 
S that, whatever was the Democratic pop- 

ular majority in the contests for the New 
York Assembly, the recapture of Assembly 
control by the Republicans is hurtful to 
Democratic national prospects next year. 
State Chairman Eaton knows that his par- 
ty’s Assembly success does not assure Re- 
publican victory in New York State in 1936, 
and is fully aware of the bearings on next 
year of the huge Democratic vote in New 
York City and the majorities of the two 
Democrats elected to Congress in the city 
districts. 

National Chairman Farley knows that, al- 
though John B. Kelly ran an incredible race 
as a Democratic mayoralty candidate in 
Philadelphia, his defeat makes it far less 
than likely that Pennsylvania will perform 
the obedient miracle next year of giving its 
electoral vote to Mr. Roosevelt. National 
Chairman Fletcher knows that, if sentiment 
in the border states were strong enough to 
break up the South-West Democratic combi- 
relies 
for 1936, it would have elected a Republican 
Governor in Kentucky with the aid of the 
bitter Democratic factional warfare prevail- 
ing there. 

If these and other professionals were 
charged, on pain of never getting another 
inch of newspaper space, to combine in a 
truthful analysis of the political portents of 
last Tuesday, they would probably issue 
something like this: 

“There is a drift away from the adminis- 
tration, and from the President personally, 
throughout the country east of the Missis- 
sippi and north of the Ohio River. In the 
East, particularly in the President's home 
State, it was strong enough to cut support 
from candidates for non-Federal offices who 
asked for election solely in the name of the 
New Deal. 

“The landslide spirit in the East is over, 
but the Democratic organizations are atill 
very powerful. 

“The result in Kentucky indicates. that 
there is little sense in any Republican ex- 
pectation that natural Democratic territory 
can be annexed in 1936.

HE impression is widespread that this 

is a very rich country, and that if its 
wealth were properly distributed, everyone 
would prosper. As a matter of fact, ours : 
is not a particularly wealthy country, and 
if our total income at the moment of our 
greatest prosperity in 1929 were divided 
equally among all the 40,000,000 income re- 
ceivers, the standard of living would be ~ 
quite low-—-shockingly so. Our great prob- 
lem is to increase the total wealth of thg 
country, not to divide and subdivide it. 

Dean Epstein of the University of Buffeg 
has brought some light to this much-dis 
cussed question recently. He calculates that 
if all income in excess of $5000 a year for 
every individual were seized by the Gov- 
ernment and redistributed among all other 
receivers of income, it would mean only $100 
a year more for each of them. Two dollars 
a week for everyone is the measure of the 
“excess wealth” of those above the $5000 
line. 

If this could be generally comprehended, 
we would have far less loose thinking on 
the question of redistributing wealth. The 
Brookings Institution has helped greatly to \ 
bring about this understanding, for its 
factual studies of income show that, even | 
in our periods of greatest production, we | 
were not supplying enough goods to maim . 
tain what is regarded as an adequate stand- | 
ard of living. 

This is not to say that the redistribution 
of income is not one of our great national 
problems. It emphatically is. But every 
effort in that direction ought to be based on 
a striving toward the conditions under 
which our economy would move forward. 
What we need, in other words, is a balance 
between great incomes, which are largely ) 
saved, and small incomes, which are largely 
spent in consumption. This ideal balance 
would be such that capital investment would 
keep pace with consumption, and vice versa » 
This is one of the great problems of society, 

But that problem cannot be approached 
'in a spirit of leveling, if we are to solve it : 
'intelligently. Only as we come to under 
| stand the complex question of the interrela-

|undertake enlightened policies for the |

Construction in October Totaled 
$200,863,000, or $65,000,000 More 
Than Year Ago. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The F. 
W. Dodge Corporation statisticians 
reports that building activities for 
October were at the highest level 
since December, 1933. 

Construction work underiaken in 
the 37 states east of the Rocky 
Mountains aggregated $200,863,700, 


excluding the figal month of 1933, 
which, according to the survey, was 
the month of peak activity of the 
original PWA program, the Octo- 
ber showing is the most favorable 
since the autumn of 1931. 

The month’s record compares 
with $167,376,20C for September and 
$135,224,800 for October, 1934. 

Part of the increase, said the 
Dodge firm, was attributable to pri- 
vate activity. The PWA program 
was mentioned as another impor- 
tant factor. 

The survey declared that for Oc- 
tober the residential total, apart 
from other classifications, amount- 
ed to $55,100,300 in the 37 states. 
For October last year the total was 


$26,299,800. 

For the 10-month period ending 
in October, residential building 
amounted to $394,007,800, against 


$214,379,900 for the first 10 months 
of 1934.

Frederick H. Wood of New York, | 
one of Warner Bros.’ counsel, was 
fined $100 for contempt of court 
today by Judge Moore, for his ac- 
tions during the trial. Wood, a 
Short, white-haired man of digni- 
fied mien, stood with folded arms 
as the Judge addressed him. 

“Throughout the trial of the 
case,’ the Judge said, “your con- 
duct appeared to be that of studied 
contemptuousness. You shouted 
and yelled at witnesses to shut up 
and displayed contempt that cul- 
minated yesterday in your charac- 
terization of one of the Court’s 
statements as in the nature of a 
stump speech. It impresses me as 
flagrant contempt. Therefore, I 
fine you $100 and order you into 
the custody of the Marshal until it 
is paid.” 

Wood bowed deepiy, without re- 
plying or unfolding his arms. A 
Deputy Marshal took a place be- 
side him. Former Senator James 
A. Reed of Kansas City, another 
Warner lawyer, assured the Court

NEW YORK. Nov. 12.—Proafit 


taking toppled a number of recent 
stock market leadérs today, but 
there was a noticeable drying up of 
trading activity on the decline. 
Losses ranged from fractions to 


around 3 points. At the same time, 
communications issues bucked the 
trend and the rails were resistant 
during the greater part of the ses- 
sion. The close was heavy. Trans- 
fers approximated 2,200,000 shares. 

The list displayed a boom-time 
tone at the start, with the ticker 
tane dropping behind in the first 
halt hour. Realizing quickly ap- 
peared, however, and the majority 
of gains were replaced with losses. 
There was no particular news to ac- 
count for the backslide; although 
brokerage analysts felt that a cor- 
rection was overdue in view of the 
lengthy and virtually uninterrupted 
upturn. 

Grains offered scant aid to equi- 
ties. Wheat dropped more than a 
cent a bushel at Chicago and Win- 
nipeg. Cotton improved. Bonds 
were mixed. Carrier liens gave the 
best performance. Foreign ex- 
changes were irregular. 

Shares of Radio preferred “B’ 
spurted around 5 points and West- 
ern Union was up nearly 2. Amer- 
ican Bank Note firmed, and

Gascony is also the province of 
ancient castles, and it is in one of 
these, Badefols d’Ans, which dates 
from the twelfth century, that Fan- 
tille tends her sacred fire. And a 
fire it actually is, for MBadefols 
d’Ans possesses neither gas nor 
electricity, and besides Fantille 
would neither know how, nor con- 
sent to use them. She does her 
cooking in the immense fireplace of 
stone where during the Middle Ages 
the men-at-arms sat and warmed 
themselves, or sometimes—and to 
my modern eyes it seemed hardly 
less antiquated—on a “potager”

He needs 
elbow room. There is no waste 
like haste. 

Correct form is essential to all 
good work. The child should be 
trained in the use of good form, 
manners, speech, posture, dress. 
Action and thought are closely re- 
lated. If he behaves properly he 
will think correctly. If he thinks 
sanely his conduct will become in- 
stinctively good. 

Accept and accent the child’s 
strong point. Try to build up his 
weak points and usually that is 
done by strengthening his talents. 
Give his power the right of way 
so that he will become strong and 
successful. His mood colors his 
career. 

Do not drive a child. Driving 
closes his mind and no human 
force can open a mind that is once 
closed. 

Give him a chance to measure the 
success o@ his work. 

Be very patient. Trust him. Na- 
ture works in silence. 

Let him have the praise of good 
men. It’s a way of helping him to 
walk the straight and narrow path 
that leads to righteousness.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11. 
HE pleated skirts of your 
T cnitanooa days are back full 
force for the winter style pa- 
rade. 

Pleats dominate the fashion 
front, used in every conceivable 
manner, for both daytime and eve- 
ning wear. 

And those who doubted the im- 
portance of this phase of the mode 
as heralded in the early fall show- 
ings now are admitting it was all 
their mistake, as the midseason 
openings stress - pleats and yet 
more pleats. ? 

To begin with, your sports skirts, 
for wear with casual sweaters, are 
pleated this year—sometimes all 
the way round, sometimes just in 
front. And with the pleated full- 
ness, they are shorter.

“The Second Army Corps arrived 
with its columns at the edge of the 
Takkaze River, halting at Adi 
Rassi and Adi Encato. 

“On the Somaliland front, opera- 
tions are continuing. : 


“Aviation forces have observed) 


“the movements of enemy, extending 
their reconnaissance to Lake As- 
hangi and in Eastern Ogaden.” 
The Takkaze River runs about 
50 miles south of the former bor- 
der between Ethiopia and Italy’s 
colony of Eritrea, west of the main 
rthern front. : 


The Dessa region, to the east 
of the main front lines, lies between 
desolate Danakil Desert and the 
interior of Ethiopia. 

Press reports from Mogadiscio, 
Italian Somaliland, say Ras Nasibu, 


Ethiopian Governor of Harar, is} 


thought to be withdrawing his main 
forces from the southern front. 
From Aduwa, center of the first 
front established by the Italians in 
the north before they pushed on to 


the Second Army Corps drove 
south by rapid marches, penetrat-/ 
ing to the town of Deraga, a cen- 
ter of some importance on the car- 
avan route from Aduwa to Ataba.
